gasoline in ten Mid-Western states. 

Associate Justices James C. McRey- 
nolds and Owen J. Roberts dissented. 

New Status for Price Fixing 


Today's opinion sets a new status | 


for price fixing, as it departs from the 
famous decision of the Supreme Court 
in 1911, which said the Sherman act 
prohibited only unreasonable restraints 
in interstate commerce and trade. 
Through the earlier ruling the Su- 
preme Court ordered the Rockefeller 
Standard Oil empire to be dissolved. 
The present case started in 1936 with 
the indictment of twenty-three oi] com- 
panies and sixty-one individuals on 
charges of conspiring to fix the price 
of gasoline to consumers. A few 
months later, twenty-four oil companies 
and forty-six individuals were indicted 
on charges of agreeing unlawfully to 
fix and restrict price margins in
